£300 DAMAGES FOR DOCTOR’S 
WIFE. 

lat the Limerick Circuit Court yesterday 
Mrs. Roberts, wife of Dr. J. Roberts, of 
Limerick, was awarded £300 compensation 
against the Irish Omnibus Company in respect 
of injuries received in a collision between 4 
motor car driven by her son and oné of the 
‘buses owned by the defendant company. 

The case for the plaintiff was that when 
approaching a corner of the road near 
Patrickswell on Bth April the ‘bus was seen 
coming in the opposite direction. 1 was op 
the middie of the road and travelling at 
between 15 and 20 miles an hour. The driver 
of the plaintiff's motor car swerved, to avoid a 
head-on collision with the result. that the car 
was struck broadway by the "bus and turned 
round. Mrs. Roberts was not thrown out, 
but suffered seriously from shock. She had 
previously been in a motor accident, and 
sustained injuries to one of her eyes, but had 
recovered at the time of the second accident. 
The medical avidence showed that she was 
now in a had state of nervousness. 

The defence was that the omnibus was on 
its proper side of the road and that young 
Roberts swerved his car across the road, and 
Mrs. Roberts did not state that she was hurt 
when the accident hannened. 

Judge McElligott said that it was common 
knowledge that 'bus drivers thought they 
owned the road, and drove regardless of 
others. He considered the claim a moderate 
one, and awarded £300 compensation, as 
stated.

The 
project was then postponed, and in 1926 a 
revised estimate was prepared of £11,265.

The plan iJlustrating the Dublin City 
Cominissioners' proposals for reorganising 
(Connell Bridge traffic, which was printed 
in yesterday 's Jrish Times, led to a lively;

He was ordained as a priest in 1904, and 
then for ten years was a missionary in 
Florida, He was appointed Bishop of St. 
Augustine by Pone Pius X. in 1914, and in 
1921 succeeded Cardinal Gibbons as Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore.

Lord Cloncurry. 


I hear that Lord Cloncurry has been 
appointed the judge for the Taylor 
Scholarship at. next year’s Metropolitan 
School of Art competition. Few people 
realise what an assistance this Scholarship 
has been to our Art students, and since its 
establishment by the 
executors of the late 
Captain Taylor, of 
Mespi] road, in 1860, 
it has been a coveted 
honour sought by our 
Irish artists. Indeed, 
the Taylor Scholar- 
ship has, like the 
prizes of the Feis 
Ceoil, been often the 
first incentive given 
to clever Irish Art 
students to take u 
the artist's life, an 
the winners include 
many of our distin- 
mor artists of to-day. Leo Whelan, 
atrick Tuohy, Keating, etc., were Taylor 
scholars, and this year Miss Helen Yates 
has carried off the prize. 


Keen Competition. 


Lorp CLONCURRY. 


The competition is keen, and the judges 
have invariably shown fine discrimination 
in allotting the award. Lord Cloncurry 
has always taken a deep interest in Irish 
Art, and his choice as judge has given 
much satisfaction. The Cloncurry (Lawless) 
family has been closely associated with 
Irish literature and art, and there is one 
name better known in the most remote 
districts of Ireland than any of our 
modern writers. The late Hon. Emily 
Lawless, who died in 19135, was one of the 
most popular Irish writers. Her book‘ 
“With the Wild Geese,” is regarded 
almost as a standard work on that 
picturesque chapter of Irish history. Miss 
Lawless was a niece of Lord Cloncurry. 
Her stories, chiefly based on Irish histori- 
cal romances, are better known, I believe, 
than her poems, 

Lord Cloncurry, although a Conservative 
Peer of the British House, lives most of 
the time at Blackrock. Mr. Leo Whelan 
painted a fine portrait of this distin- 
guished Irishman a few years ago. 


Restaurants on Wheels. 


Two great international events will 
occur in Ireland next month. As soon as 
the Horse Show is over there will be an 
invasion of Belfast from all parts of the 
world for the great motor race. 
Those of us who are old enough to remem- 
ber the Gordon-Bennett Race at Athy 
have the liveliest recollections of the 
dificulty in procuring food supplies. 
While we are quite prepared to believe 
that our Ulster friends wil] display char- 
acteristic enterprise i. ,roviding necessary 
hospitality, we anticipate an invasion of 
visitors upon a scale which will over-tax 
even the organised resources of Northern 
Ireland.

Suggestion. 


Now for my suggestion. If Mr. Horne 
and Mr. Floyd could mobilise their full 
resources of restaurant cars for the big 
Ulster motor event, thev could make the 
occasion extremely comfortable for hun- 
dreds of spectators from the Fr.> State. 
They could not only give us Junch and 
dinner. as on previous occasions, at an 
extremely moderate figure, but they could 
furnish us with transport, breakfast, 
lunch and dinner at an inclusive figure 
which, I am sure, would tempt many of 
us to visit Belfast on the 18th August. 

I am not auite sure about all the points 
at which railway lines meet the route over 
which the Tourist Trophy competitors will 
try their skill; but I am quite clear that, 
siven the opportunity, I shall have my 
lunch on a Free State train if it is shunted 
to a siding at Newtownards or Comber— 
two of the important points through 
which the comnetitors will pass. 

In commending my suggestion to my 
railway friends, I am perhaps guilty to 
some extent of the idea that the occasion 
is a good one on which to show our Ulster 
friends, and their visitors from all parts 
of the world. what Free State railways 
can do when the occasion arises.

Al Clontarf Grievance. 


A resident in Clontarf asks for my help 
in an effort to induce the City Commis- 
sioners to discharge their duties to the 
people of Clontarf and Marino. He has 
three distinct grievances—two for alleged 
failures to push forward improvement 
schemes which were initiated by the old 
Dublin Corporation, and the other an 
undue delay in carrying out a definite 
promise made by the Commissioners them 
selves. The first two grievances are really 
one—namely, the unnecessary delay in 
utting the finishing touches on Fairview 
ark, end the apparent intention to slow 
down—or possibly to abandon—the con 
struction of the new marine promenade 
which was designed to run from Fairview 
to Dollymount. | 

I sympathise with my correspondent, 
though I am, of course, willing to believe 
that the Commissioners may have a sound 
defence for their apparent inactivity in 
both cases. As to the Clontarf Promenade, 
I cannot.imagine any kind of reclamation 
scheme more necessary for the dua] pur- 
pose of widening the dangerously narrow 
sea-road and for obscuring a very un- 
my foreshore. I am told that almost 
2, new houses have sprung up within 
the last five years in Clontarf and Marino, 
and that many more will soon follow. 
Surely it should pay to put the agreed 
finishing touches upon such a remarkable 
deve; opment. 


Promised Improvements. 


The third count in my correspondent’s 
indictment is even more serious. He 
reminds me of the agitation which was 
carried on for many years in favour of 
providing technica] school accommoda 
tion for the Clontarf-Dollymount-Raheny- 
Marino area, from which boys and girls 
are now compelled to travel either to 
Kevin street or Bolton street for lessons 
in commerce, carpentry, cookery and other 
forms of technical instruction. With the 
growth ot Marino suburb—which now 
houses rany hundreds of would-be pupils 
—th: yurievance became acute. 

Pembroke, with its excellent technical 
schools, and Rathmines with its renowned 
School of Commerce, are quoted by my 
friend as showing what should have been 
done for Clontarf many years ago. 
About three years ago it was understood 
that the problem had been solved when 
the old Clontarf Town Hall was handed 
over by the Commissioners, with the 
approval of the residents, to provide a 
necessary chapel of ease for Father 
Dempsey’s rapidly growing parish. 

At the Local Government inquiry at 
which the transfer was agreed to the 
people of Clontarf were represented by 
Senator Moran and the Rev. J. L. 
Morrow, M.A., who supported the scheme 
upon the clear understanding that a 
public hall and techrical school should be 
provided by the Commissioners with al] 
possible speed. 


Viscount Byng’s Task. 


It is generally admitted that, in dealing 
with House of Commons hecklers on the 
Police Commissioner topic, the Home 
Secretary has displayed less than his 
usual tact and 
aplomb. There is 
probably an explana- 
tion for Sir William 
Joynson- Hicks’ 
failure in this re- 
spect, and it may be 
found in the impossi- 
bility of a frank dis- 
closure of policy. 

Whatever doubt 
exists as to the wis- 
dom of Lord Byng’s 
appointment, there 
can be none «bout 
his courageous sense 
of duty in accepting 
the post. His tenure 
will probably be a comparatively short 
one, but it is likely to witness sweeping 
changes. Without much being — heard 
about the matter, a drastic revision of 
personnel is probable, affectin; net only 
important duties at the Yard, but also the 
subordinate command of many divisions 
of the London police. 


Hail Colombia ! 


A sure and healthy sign that the Free 
State is daily becoming more cosmopolitan 
is the growing number of foreign Consuls 
in Dublin. The latest arrival is the Consul 
for Colombia, Dr. José Rafae] Valencia, 
who is already functioning at 56 Merrion 
square. South America is particularly 
well represented, for Dr. Valencia makes 
her fourth envoy tc the Free State. Spain's 
new Consul, Mr. Alejandro de Escudero, 
has replaced Mr. de Arregui, but, un- 
happily, he has been hors de combat since 
his arriva] in Dublin a week or two ago 
through serious illness. 

Curiously enough, perhaps the least 
known of the foreign representatives in 
Dublin is the one who has been longest 
among us. Mr..Seropian, for Persia, is 
really the veteran of the Consular Corps 
here, for he came to Dublin even before 
M. Blanche, the Consul-General for 
France. 


The Shaftesbury Belfast Estate. 


The Ear] of Shaftesbury, who, under 
the Northern Government Land Act, is 
selling his estate in the rural] area to the 


north of Belfast, comprising nearly 2,000 
acres, is the ninth Earl. He is now in 
his sixtieth year, and succeeded to the 
title in 1886. 

His lordship, whois a grandson of the 
third Marquess of Donegal, has held many 
prominent appointments both in Ulster 
and in England. - From 1911 to 1916 he 
was His. Majesty's Lieutenant for Antrim, 
and up to 1923 was Chancellor of Belfast 
University. He was His Majesty’s Lieu- 
tenant for Belfast from 1904 to 1911, and 
in 1907 was Lord Mayor of the city. 

In England he has been prominent in 
Church matters, and has been President 
of the English Church Union, and a 
member of the National Church Assembly.

Time-wasting questions, however, are 
the worst. Sir Stafford Northcote (after- 
wards Lord Iddlesleigh) once gave the 
following illustration of the way * . which 
the time of the House of Commons is c- :- 
sumed : 

“ The only way in which a great many 
members can bring themselves into 
notoriety is not to make long sreeches but 
to ask questions, and if they do not get 
satisfactory answers, to move the adjou;n- 
ment of the s:ouse and get up a debate. 

“They ask questions suggested by some 
accident. A man goes to his club ard asks 
for oysters; he does not get them and is 
told they are scarce. He immediately goes 
to the House and puts a question to the 
Home Secretary. He wants to know why 
oysters are scarce. : 

“The Home. Secretary will probably 
giv? him an answer on six sheets of paper 
which occupies as many. minutes in 
delivery. 

“ But the man is not satisfied with that. 
He returns to the attack. because he is 
now connected with the great oyster 
question. 

“ Hé immediately receives letters from 
all parts of the country and suggestions as 
to remedies, and so he moves for returns. 
for he wants to know how many oysters 
are consumed. 

“This is the sort of way that a con- 
siderable portion of the public time is 
wasted. — 

“But this gentleman's colleague, or 
perhaps his rival, sees that the other is 
getting into notoriety, so he must speak 
of something else, and in that way, instead 
of having, as I remark, some dozen ques- 
tions, we now find fifty, sixty and seventy 
put in a night and a debate got up on 
many of them.’’ 

This was in 1881—forty-seven years ago. 
But by anotler seven years there was a 
record of 527 in a single evening before

| APOSTLE OF FRANCK. 


CORTOT IN QUINTET RECORDS 
(By ‘‘ Grampus.’’) 


Iv chamber music the gramaphone pub- 
lication that has given me the greatest 
pleasure for a long time is the “ H.M.V. 
album of records of the César Franck 
Quintet in F minor, played by Alfred 
Cortot and the International String 
Quartet. Cortot, of course, is an apostle 
of Franck’s genius, and Mangeot, the 
leader of the quartet, is another eminent 
member of the same school. One feels 
that the interpretation of the work is 
almost devotional. 

Franck is a composer. who soon can pall, 
and his faults and failings come quickly 
to the surface. I was at a disadvantage, 
from that point of view, in obtaining the 
quintet soon after saturating myself in the 
music of the Franck Symphony, which was 
published not long ago, and at first I was 
repelled by the recurrence’ of mannerisms. 
One quiet evening, however, i tried the 
quintet again, and then was led on to 
study the performance intimately. I count 
th> album now among my treasures, for 
the sake both of the music and the 
exquisite perfection of performance and 
recording. 

PERSONAL MUSIC. 

In many respects the quintet reminds 
one of Schumann’s work in the same form, 
but Franck’s note is more personal. There 
are reasons why Franck must not be 
reckoned among the greatest o composers, 
but the symphony and the y -ntet both 
are among the greatest works of their 
kind. On the whole, I advise musicians 
who wish to have records of one repre- 
sentative Franck work to choose the 
quintet. ' 

Mischa Elman, who is remembered on 
this side of the Atlantic only as a solo 
violinist, has led a stiing quartet in 
America for many years. The Elman 
String Quartet’s playing of the Haydn 
quartet in D minor, Op. 76, No. 2, has 
been recorded by the ‘‘H.M.V.’’ company, 
and very beautiful it is. (DB. 1146-1147). 
The four movements fit the four sides 
nicely, with a little cutting-out of 
““ repeats. '' 

TCHAIKOWSKY TRIO. 

Another strong call is made on collectors 
of chamber music recordings by the issue 
of the Columbia album containing 
Tcéhaikowsky’s Trio “ To the memory of a 
great artist.” The players are Arthur 


Catterall (violin), W. H. Squire (cello), 


and William Murdoch (pianoforte). 

In early life Tchaikowsky declared the 
pianoforte trio to be an “intolerable ”’ 
combination, but, as we see in this 
instance, he chose it successt. / to give 
utterance to his feeling at ( .e deat: of his 
revered friend, Nicholas Rubenstein.

Thinking of Royal Lublin 
recitals, I remind myself to mention the 
new record of Gaspar Cassado’s ’cello play- 
ing. It gives Popper’s Chanson Village- 
oise No. 2 and a Haydn minuet (Columbia 
D. 1615). Cassado made a great im- 
pression at Ballsbridge last season. 

Among my old records few have played 
more persistently during many years than 
that of the ‘‘ Meditation”’ from ‘* Thais ” 
(Massenet) for violin solo. It had on the 
second side the Intermezzo from 
“ L'Amico Fritz’’ (Mascagni). As to the 
‘* Meditation,’ I am glad to supersede the 
old record by the new Columbia record of 
Albert Sammons, who plays with fine 
fluency of tone. I need, however, a new 
record of the Mascagni tune, and hope 
some violinist of Sammons’s quality will 
think to play it soon. Sammons plays the 
violin arrangement of Massenet’s ‘‘Elegie’’ 
on bis second side. (Col. 9415). 

THE BOY CHORISTER. 

It is estimated that a million copies of 
the record of ‘‘ Hear My Przyer, sung 
by the choir of the Temple Church. 
London, have been sold. Ernest Lough. 
the boy soloist, is seventeen years old, and 
his voice is breaking now. The contract 
in connection with the recording was made 
with the Benchers of the Inner Temple, 
and it is assumed that they will apply 
som? part of the royalities to some forin 
of recognition of Louch s part.

picturesque city in Germany where a 
modern street may end at any moment in 
an old-world cobbled square, surrounded 
by quaintly ancient houses with red roofs 
and jutting gables.

summer and a real winter, each in its 
proper place, and not jumbled up so hope- 
lessly that holiday planning is ever an 
anxious, uncertain affair. In those pre- 
war days, winter in that German city was 
a glorious time of high walls of frozen 
snow beside the pavements, and weeks of 
skating on the shallow ponds, -nd even 
on the deep river that ran like a glassy 
road beneath the old grey bridges in the 
town. It seemed a short time after the 
ice had melted finally from off the smal! 
dark pool beside an old grey church, when 
summer leaned low over the breathle<s 
streets and Jit the jagged lightning of her 
first great storm. 


A GERMAN STORM. 


Accustomed as I was to the mediocre 
affairs known in Ireland as thunderstorms. 
Germany 
Jeft me speechless, and feeling not at all 
so sure that I was not afraid of lightninz 
A day of almost unbearable heat ended in 
a premature, greenish dusk, and for a 
couple of hours the heavens belched fort) 
noise and jagged flashes until the blessed 
rain descended in thick solid rods and the 
dusty streets ran with yellow swirling 
water. 

The summer that followed did not 
deviate from this plan; for some dass the 
heat would grow more and moze intense. 
until at last the livid clouds veiled the 
sun and another thunderstorm had 
arrived, leaving the air deliciously fresh

A_LOVE FOR PICNICS. 


A mile or so outside the city, on two 
sides, were the gardens. for a town flat 
did not possess the smallest flower patch, 
on the spot. Folk who lived in the city 
had their gardens right outside the 
boundary, and one w_.adered if it were 
this arrangement that gave the German 
people their love of picnics in every shape 
and form.

husband’s views. 


SUMMER DIET. 


As the weather grew hotter, early moxn- 
ing walks became the order ¢. the dar, 
with breakfast at one of the numerous 
open-air cafés in the wocds cuts’ ‘e the 
town. At six o'clock a.m. t'. air was 
delightful and sparkling, silver cobwebs 
stretched across the narrow woodland 
paths and were brushed aside by the pic- 
nickers who, even at that unearthly hour, 
sang lustily as they walked. 

Breakfast eaten at a round table in a 
green forest, with the sun 
strength for a really hot day, w-s-a meal 
to be remembered; and the walk back 
through the shadowy woods to an accom. 
paniment of rollicking student songs made 
a good beginning for any day. 

Later on, one wilted visibly, while the 
heat seemed to beat upon the cobbled 
square in waves that enveloped the ta! 
houses and left their listless occupant 
hoping for the once dreaded thunde: storm, 
now almost due. 


CHEAP FRUIT 


Fruit poured into the city from out! 
villages and farms, and could be pu 
chased at a ludicrously smal] price. t 
scarcely paid for the trouble of pickin 
it, without the subsequent carting to t 
shadowed market house. ! 

In August evervone, who could possib!s 
afiord to do so, left the city to grill undis 
turbed, and departed joyfully to the se 
shore, or to the beloved Harz Mountai: 
not far away. There they walked and p: 
nicked to their heart’s content, undismared 
by ravening mosquitoes, and at anr | 
of the day one might meet an en! 
family tramping sturdily along a winding 
grassy path, “and carolling in perfect 
harmony. 

Such was the German summer as I knew 
it; and when the cold July wind ho 
around me, and the August rains desc: 
upon my head, I remember the burning 
cobble stones, and the brazen cloudless : 
and my wild complaints are stilled.

FARMERS £100,000.

Two new bills were introduced in Dail 
Fireann yesterday—the Seanad Electoral 
Bill, which regulates Senate elections, 
and the Central Fund Bill, which seeks to 
apply certain sums out of the Central 
Fund to the service of the financial year 
ending on the 31st March next. 

The Agricultural Credit Bill passed 
trough committee. 
“Some deputies confessed that they 
could not understand the full import of 
the Creamery Bill during the restmed 
debate on the second reading of that 
measure. The Parliaméntary Secretary 
for Posts and Telegraphs asked if it was 
ossible to devise a system of drafting 
bills in a form in which they could be 
understood by the non-legal mind. 

The bill was welcomed by some mem- 
bers of: the Opposition representing agri- 
cultural communities. 

The Minister for Agriculture, in reply- 
ing, said that, as a result of the measure, 
the farmers would save about £100,000. 
He quoted from a Danish trade paper, 
which stated that Irish and New Zealand 
butter in the British market had secured 
prices as good, if not better than. Danish. 

The second reading was agreed to, and 
thie Local Authorities (Mutual Assurance) 
Bill passed through committee. - 

By agreement, the Betting Bill passed 
through all its remaining stages, the 
Minister for Finance having assured Mr. 
de Valera that he would set up a com- 
mittee to examine the whole working of 
the “Act, the operation of which is ex- 
tended by this bill until the 50th June 
next. Special reference was made during 
the brief debate to the evils of the 
betting shops.

CREAMERY BILL. 
WILL SAVE THE FARMERS 
ABOUT £100,000. i 
The debate on the second reading oí the 
Creamery Bil} was resumed by Dr. RYAN, 
who asked if the Minister for Agriculture had 
considered. whether there could be a uniform 
price given to the farmer for milk which 
was sent from a distance to a creamery, and 
whether the man who sent it a long distance 
should hot be adequately compensated. An 
important matter was whether there was a 
check. on the cream content of milk as ‘e- 
turned by the creamery. He was given to 
understand that neither the inspectors of the 
Ministry nor. those of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society made any attempt to 
check the cream content which was returned 
iy the creamery manager, and that some 
people believed that the true figures were not 
returned. It was suggested that there might 
be surprise visits paid to the creameries; 
that samples be taken from time to time, and 
that the figures be checked from time to 
time. He admitted that he did not under- 
stand the full import of the bill, and hoped 
that, the Minister on the committee stage 
would give the House an adequate explana- 
tion of some of its clauses.

DAIRY PRODUCE ACT BENEFITS. 


tr. J. T. NOLAN (Govt., Limerick) sup- 
perted the bill, and pointed. out that the 
Dairy Preduce Act had done a great deal 
of good for County Limerick farmers. 
Mr GOREY (Govt., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that the only countries that had come to the 
top were those where the Governments 
assisted the small farmers, What was most 
necessary was to get the best price at the 
least expensée,and the country was already 
reaping the benefit of what the Government 
had done in this matter twelve months ago. 
Althcugh they had gone a long. way to meet 
the competition of other countries, the 
would have to go further to keep pace wit 
vheir competitors. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that undoubtedly the wiping out of the 
redundant ereameries meant the saving to the 
farmers of the country of more than the cost 
ot the measure. As a result cf the measure 
the farmers would save about £100,000. He 
had no doubt that the transaction was a good 
one. The creameries cost £210,000, and al- 
ready twenty-nine had been sold for £95,000, 
Yorty-eight redundant creameries had been 
taken over. That alone meant a saving of 
five or six hundred pounds in each case. J’hey 
had on hands about five central and about 
thirty auxiliary creameries. These were the 
best they had. There was no co-operation 
system where they were located, and they 
each controlled huge areas. 


BETTER THAN ANTICIPATED. 
Provided something extraordinary did not 
happen, such as a collapse of the price of 
butter, we had no doubt that they would do 
even better than he had anticipated in intro- 
ducing the scheme. It was important to re- 
member that these sales referred to were 
voluntary. The condensaries had been re- 
organised, but they were not yet in a position 
to hand them aver. They had made this in- 
dustry at least four times as economic as it 
had been. and they had bigger supplies, but 
it would still take a lot of time, and possibly, 
some money, before they could be transferred 
to the Co-operative Societies. There was a 
let of money in this industry, but there had 
been big losses, and the profits were small. 
He agreed that the sooner these societies 
took charge themselves the better. 
These societies could organise sales, which 
was not the business of the Government any 
more than it had been their business to 
organise the sale of butter. The sale of 
butter was now well organised, in support 
of which statement he quoted from a Danish 
trade paper of June 29th, 1928, which stated 
that Irish and New Zealand butter in the 
British market, now secured prices as good as, 
if not better, than Danish. If that had been 
published three years ago the Danish farmer 
would not have believed it. It was the first 
time that such a state of affairs had existed 
for twenty years. 
_ Mr. MOORE (Fianna Fail, Wicklow) asked 
if that had been due to the Central Board 
holding up supplies. 


A GERMAN FIRM IN TIPPERARY. 
Mr. HOGAN replied that it had not. 
Supplies had not been held up, and, even if 
they had been, it would have made very little 
difference. When the Condensed Milk Com- 
pany had been purclfysed a certain German 
firm which up to then would not touch Ire- 
land with a forty-foot pole became interested 
in milk and milk products and wanted to set 
up a factory in the town of Tipperary to com- 
pete with the Government creameries. Unfortu- 
nately that firm got the help of a certain co- 
operative society in the neighbourhood. He 
(Mr, Hogan) informed that firm that they 
were going against national policy and that 
he would obtain permission from the Dail to 
stop their activities, and that if they were 
foolish enough to spend money they could do 
so. He did not believe that it was philan- 
thropy that induced that company to start a 
factory, and they showed no anxiety in the 
matter until the (Government took over 
control. If this bill went through it was his 
intention to notify that firm to cease build- 
ing. 

The motion for the second reading of the 
bill was agreed to, and the Committee stage 
was fixed for Tuesday next.

Complaints ‘had been made with regard to 
the manner in which betting shops had been 
carried on, and that in many places the 
number of shops was too great; and there 
were other points which would have to be 
considered between the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, his Department, and the Depart- 
ment of Justice. If the Act were allowed to 
lapse in November next there would be a. 
goed deal of confusion, and there would 
again be an incentive to illegal betting shops. 
lt would, he thought, be possible to put pro- 
posals before the Dail early in the spring of 
next year. 
Mr. DE VALERA said that his Party were 
determined.to oppose the bill. unless they 
got an assurance from the Minister that a 
Select Committee would be set up to examine 
the whole question of the working of the 
Act. They realised that a permanent Act 
was likely to be produced fairly. soon, and 
they thought it would be much better if all 
members of the House would have an oppor- 
tunity of getting representation on the Com- 
mittee, 
One of the main heads of abu-e at, present 
was that there were too many betting shops. 
It was also too easy to get hetting icences.

CAUSE OF MUCH MISERY. 
Mr. J. X. MURPHY (Independent, Dublin) 
said that there was a great: deal in what 
Mr, de Valera had said. He knew that a 
great deal of misery had been caused by the 
opening of these shops all over the country, 
ard he trusted that the Minister would see 
his way to set up the Committee asked for.

The second reading was agreed to, and, by 
agreement, the bill passed through its re- 
maining stages. 


THE DENTISTS BILL. 


The Dentists Bill, 1928, was received back 
from the. Senate, and 
The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE intimated, in. bringing it before 
the Dail, that he was accepting all the Senate 
amendments. 
Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin 8.) moved an 
amendment to the effect that a person be 
admitted for examination by the Board, pro- 
vided that he was not less than 25 years of 
age at the date of the passing of the Act. 
The MINISTER replied that the Act was 
based on the British Act of 1921. It had 
always been the intention in this country to 
introduce .such legislation, and after 1921 
people who were unqualified, and who started 
to practice dentistry, knew that they had no 
prospect of being placed on the Register that 
was to be set up. Persons who did their 
examinations in the ordinary way were not 
allowed to sit for theiy final until they had 
attained their majority, and it would not be 
right te give extra facilities to unqualified 
persons, For that reason they should not 
count the years that unqualified dentists were 
practisirig before they reached 21 years. He 
could not agree to reduce the age from 28 
to 21. 

Progress was reported, and the debate will 
be resumed to-day. 


LOCAL AUTHORITIES (OFFICERS 
AND EMPLOYES) BILL, 


The debate on the second reading of this 
bill,@wvhich was introduced by Mr. de Valera, 
was resumed by 
Mr. JOHN DALY (Govt., Cork, N.), ‘who 
referred to the statement that favour «had 
been. shown to persons ofa certain political 
belief. He mentioned a case in South Cork, 
in which two candidates were sent down te 
the Appointments Commission, and in which 
the Fianna Fail candidate was appointed. 
If the system under this bill of sending down 
three candidates to the Commission were put 
into operation it would mean that the saime 
old story would be repeated. He had never 
seen any corruption in the appointments 
made by local bodies in the South, but a lot 
of damage could be done without being 
corrupt. ‘‘ There are,” said Mr, Daly, “a 
lot of ways of being corrupt without being 
corrupt at all.” (Laughter. 

Mr. P. McGILLIGAN, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, in replying, said that 
several Fianna Fail deputies had run down 
the system of examination in the Act as being 
too rigid, but in their bill: there was no 
attempt to establish a system of examination 
which was much more rigid. There had been 
talk in the most general and vague way 
about corruption, nepotism and favouritism, 
and right through the debate there had been 
an attempt to get away from the enthusiasm 
ef the early speakers who had stated that 
laring cases of corruption would be given. 
Denaty de Valera had kept himself aloof 
from giving details, but by innuendos he had 
suggested that there was corruption, 
QUESTION OF RELIGION. 
Referring to the -cases meritioned ' by 
deputies, Mr. McGilligan said that in one 
instance the question of rehgion had been 
introduced by Dr. Ward, who had read a 
letter, in the course of which it was suggested 
that because a certain district was Catholic 
the doetor appointed to that: district should 
be Catholic. “Dr. Ward,’’ continued. the 
Minister, “lives near the border, and does te 
think that he is setting a good headline 
to the people on the other side. of the border 
who may have appointments to make! Does 
he think that that suggestion is going to be 
popular on the other side when appointments 
are to be made?’ 

Dr. WARD—I never knew them to do any- 
thing else. You are very worried about the 
six counties. 
The Minister went on to refer to Mr. 
de Valera’s position . as Chancellor of the 
National University, and said. that he 
never expected to hear members of the 
deputy’s party running down the sytsem of 
examination. When the deputy was at the 
University he had aot mixed in or formed part 
of the student body, and this was the kind 
of bill that one would expect from such a 
Chancellor. It could not. be stated that, 
academically, the deputy had any right to 
speak for the National ‘University on this 
matter. People who knew the circumstances 
under which that Chancellorship was got did 
not wonder at the introduction of the bill, 
A PROMPT WITHDRAWAL. : 
Mr, DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
asked if the Minister wanted to suggest that 
the appointment of Deputy de Valera as 
Chancellor of the University. should be dis- 
cussed’?

URGENT NECESSITY OF. 
EXPERIMENTING. 


. — | 
GOVERNMENT SUBSIDY 
URGED. 


In the Free State Senate yesterday Lord 
Glenavy took the chair at ó p.m. - 
The Constitution (Amendment) Bills Nos. 6 
and 14 were reported to the House., ' 
The Committee stage of the Constitutio 
(Amendment) No. 10 sill was resumed. 

Lord GLENAV Y said that there were certain 
amendments tabled to this bill. by Senater 
O'Farrell to which objection was taken on 
points of order: (1) That they were outaide 
the scope of the bill; and (2) that they were 
practically a direct negative. 
As to the first, it had to be considered 
by reference to the bill itself. It asked the 
Senate to delete two clauses of the Constitu- 
tion which provided a remedy for the holdin 
up of the passing of bills. While. the bill 
proposed to delete these two clauses it made 
no provision for any alternative. President 
Cosgrave pointed out that it was proposed to 
provide for this in another bill. He (the 
Chairman) could not look to another bill, 
but. had to decide the question on the bill 
before the House, 
If the bill contained only one clause, deal- 
ing with Section 47 of the Constitution or 
if the two sections of the Constitution which 
the bill proposed ‘to delete were mutually 
dependent the position would be more 
difficult. It would take a great deal of 
argument to persuade him that even where a 
bill proposed to take away rights and 
remedies provided by. one clause of the Con- 
stitution it should not be open to any member 
of the House to propose an alternative to 
the remedy that was taken away. They were 
confronted with a bill that contained two dis- 
tinct and separate proposals which were not 
dependent one on the other, and if they 
deleted Clause 47, Clause 48 did not. neces- 
sarily go. 
He ruled against the amendmerits, in that 
they were outside the principles of the bill, 
and also out of order because the amendments 
were a direct negative, which, in substance, 
would restore the clauses that the House had 
agreed should be deleted from the Constitu- 
tion. 


MR. O’FARRELL’S AMENDMENT. 
The following is the amendment regarding 
Article 47 rá An out, by the Chairman :— 
Section 2. To delete the section and to 
substitute therefor a new section as follows :— 
“ Article 47 of the Constitution shall be, 
and is hereby amended to read as follows :— 
‘47. Any bill passed, or deemed to have 
been passed, by both Houses may be sus- 
pended for sh ge of thirty days on the 
written demand of two-fifths of the members 
of Dail Eireann and by a majority of the 
members of Seanad Eireann presented to the 
President of the Executive Council not later 
than seven days from the date om which such 
Lill shall have been so passed or deemed to 
have been so passed. Such a bill shall, in 
accordance with regulations to. be made by 
the Oireachtus, be submitted by referendum 
to the decision of the people, if demanded 
before the expiration of the thirty days by 
a resolution of Seanad Eireann assented to 
by three-fourths of the members of Seanad 
Eireann and by a written demand of two- 
fifths of the members of Dail Eireann, and 
the decision of the people by a majority of 
the votes recorded on such referendum at 
which a majority .of the voters then on the 
register shall have recorded their votes shall 
be conclusive. ‘hese provisions shall. not 
apply to money bills or to such bills as shall 
he declared by both Houses to be necessary 
for the immediate preservation of public 
peace, health or safety.’ ”’ 

Mr. O’FARRELL, explaining his reason 
for the amendment, said that the referendum 
in the ordinary sense, as it would stand in 
the event of this section being defeated, 
could’ be used only to enable the people to 
express their views on a bill or bills already 
passed. It jn no way imposed the views of 
the minority, but merely gave the electorate 
an opportunity of voting for or against a bill 
which the. majority” of “the “Wid not 
want. One of the responsibhties’ of the 
House was to consider seriously @ “position 
in which it was sought: to ee from the 
people as a whole the rights which they 
enjoyed under. the Constitution. 


RIGHTS OF THE PEOPLE. 
Mr. McLAUGHLIN did not know that 
there was any solid reason for the zetention 
of the referenaum, dnd submitted that the 
rights of the people were well safeguarded 
by the system of representative govern- 
ment, with a general election every five years. 
Mr. Bennett said that the position the 
Government had.taken up of throwing away 
this cumbersome machine and substituting 
the clause which provided for the holding- 
up of a bill for eighteen months, would give 
the country sufficient time to make up its 
mind as to whether a measure proposed was 
in the best interests of the country or not. 
Sir Walter Nugent said that the one sub- 
ject on which the majority of people had 
made up their minds was that they were 
sick of politics, and if they brought a 
referendum into the daily life of the country 
they would perpetuate politics. What the 
average citizen wanted was to develop the 
country to the best of his ability, and to 
work out his own salvation in his own way. 
Sir John Keane said that anypne who 
had thought about it realised that the 
referendum was an essentially conservative 
instrument, It was a safeguard for minorities, | 
but the whole thing was being considered’ in 
an atmosphere of pessimism—that the Con- 
stitution would always be abused. 
He believed that the time would come 
when the people would get rid of all this 
sort. of sharp practice, of trying to “do” 
their opponents by. some skilful tactical 
dexterity. He opposed the abolition of the 
referendum. 
Mr. Farren said that even if a Government 
were elected every five years, the position 
could arise where in the first year of office 
a Government could bring in legislation 
which was distasteful to the majority of the 
people. Where would the bow be then? 
In the interests of the country, as a last 
alternative, there should be some means by 
which this could be determined hy the 
people. | 

A REBUKE TO PESSIMISTS. 
Mr. O'Hanlon said that he was satisfied 
that the governing institutions of the country 
had been firmly established. He saw prac- 
tically no use in the referendum, and there 
was very little ‘to- be said for it. 
President Cosgrave said that all one could 
learn from the exponents of the referendum, 
the Labour Senators, and Sir John Keane, 
was that they feared the political wisdom of 
their fellaw-countrymen, and also for the 
future represeentation of the country. They 
had absolutely tio confidence in the future 
of the country in so far as political stability 
was concerned, and they wanted safeguards. 
The sooner they learned in this country that 
they could not take elections lightly, the 
better it would be for the whole country,

Meunier calculated that the alcohol 
could be sold at S/d. a gallon, after 20 per 
cent. interest on the capital had been paid. 

COMMITTEE'S VIEWS. 

The Committee were of opinion that—al- 
though the information at their dis did 
not indicate that the process developed by 
M,. Meunier offered a; certainty of success— 
they would be wanting in their duty if they 
did not urge upon the Minister the desir- 
ability of authorising the experiment, especi- 
me when it could be carried out for such a 
trifling expense as £750. 
They, therefore, recommended the Minister 
to amend the terms upon which the prizes 
already authorised might be awarded by per- 
mitting—(1) the whole of the £1,500 to he 
awarded for alcohol alone, as it was now 
established that this fuel could be used in 
existing internal combustion engines, and (2) 
that an advance of half this prize (£750) 
ur os be authorised (subject to all proper 
saleguards) to any approved persons, native 
or foreign, to enable them to demonstrate 
. the possibility of producing industrial alcohol 
from peat at a price which would enable it 
to .compete with petrol jn an economic 
manner. 
“TRIAL STATION IN FREE STATE. 
Since March last the Committee had been 
endeavouring to get the persons interested 
to undertake the liability of establishing the 
trial station here at their own expense, and 
here was reason to believe they would have 
done so but for the disorganised state of 
French finance, The Committee had further 
satisfied itéelf that- the whole £750 would 
be required to meet the necessary expenses 
without leaving any profit to the demon- 
Strators, so that if they were net convinced 
that they could do what they claimed they 
would have no inducement to attemp> it. 
It should be horne in mind, said Mr. 
Barrington, that the essential difference he- 
tween Monsieur Meunier’s process and 
others previously tried was that he claimed 
to produce from raw peat, as a by-product, 
sufficient fuel to provide the heat necessary 
for the production of the alcohol, and even 
to have a balance of such fuel for sale. In 
all previous experiments this heat had to he 
provided from extraneous sources, and the 
cost of the alcohol was thereby increased to a 
figure which rendered cempetition with petrol 
at its present price unremunerative. 

HUGE PETROL IMPORTS. 
The Minister. for Finanee did not see his 
way to act on this recommendation, other 
things having since intervened. The franc 
had been stabilised. the cost of labour and 
materials in France had largely increased. and 
the Committee had reason to believe that a 
sum of £1,500 to £2,000 would now he

_The Committee was aware that most 
European countries were ex rimenting with 
a view to finding a suitable substitute for 
petrol, and, like the French, spending large 
sums to make themselves independent of it; 
the Committee was, therefore, of opinion that 
in a country like Ireland, so much of whose 
surface was composed of peat, such an in- 
vestigation was specially desirable to ascer- 
tain if it were possible to turn one of the 
chief assets, at present ubremunerative, to 
most profitable account. 
NATIONAL IMPORTANCE. 

The Committee was also of opinion that a 
matter of this national importance in this 
as in other countries should be the business 
of the State, and not be left, to private enter- 
prise to develop. 

"This Committee,” concluded Mr. Barring- 
ton, “had its origin in the Senate, and we 
appeal to it now with confidence to add its 
weighty recommendation, with a view to in- 
ducing the Minister of Finance, that jealous 
guardian of the pudlie purse, on this occasion 
to relax his hold of the purse strings and 
follow the lead of the Finance Ministers of 
other countries not so richly endowed with 
raw materials, nor so much in the need of the 
establishment of new industries, to support in 
comfort and, if possible, increase its present 
population,”

FUTURE OF THE NATIONAL 
MUSEUM. 

In the Dail yesterday, 

Mr. E, H. ALTON (Independent, Dublin 
University) asked the Minister for Education 
whether he could give any information re- 
garding the proposed re-arrangement of the 
National Museum; whether his attention had 
been lrawn to the depleted condition. of the 
staff of the Museum; and whether he pro- 
posed to take steps to obtain properly quali- 
fied assistants to fill the vacancies? : 
Mr. O'SULLIVAN (Minister for Educa- 
tion), in reply, said that the Committee set 
up last year to inquire into the National 
Museum resolved that ‘‘the main purposes of 
the National Museum of Ireland Tr d be to 
accumulate, preserve, study and display such 
objects as may serve to increase and diffuse 
the knowledge of Irish civilisation, of the 
history of Ireland, and of the relations of 
Ireland in these respects with other 
countries.” It was proposed to accept this 
resolution as a basis of policy for the 
Museum, and a _ vre-arrangement of the 
Museum would accordingly be necessary. He 
was aware of the present conditions with re- 
gard to the staff of the Museum, and-he pre- 
posed taking steps to obtain properly quali- 
fied Museum officers as soon as he was in a 
position to indigate the nature and extent of 
the services for which such officers would be 


required. 

i No ae PENSIONS, 
Answering a further question by Deput 
Alton, Professor O’SULLIVAN said that he 
hoped to introduce immediately a bill which 
would enable a pension scheme to be drawn 
up in reference to secondary teachers. He

THE PEACE PACT.

QUESTION IN. THE COMMONS. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The question hour to-day in the House 
of Commons was more interesting than 
usual, for Sir Austen Chamberlain said 
that he confidently expected to be able to 
send the reply of the British Govern- 
ment to the United States peace proposals 
before the end of the session. 

Communications with the Governments 
of the Dominions were proceeding, but he 
desired to make it quite clear that they 
had no responsibility for any delay that 
had occurred. i 

Colonel Wedgwood geen that it 
was intended to wreck the proposals by 
insisting upon reservations, but to this 
Sir Austen replied that he did not propose 
to wreck them, but he was working for 
them, and wished to bring them to a 
successful conclusion. In conclusion, he 
agreed that what delay there might be 
was due to the consideration which the 
Government found it necessary to give to 
a proposal of some importance. 

THE SAVIDGE REPORT. 

The Home Secretary stated that he had 
received two reports from the members 
of the Savidge Tribunal, and he hoped 
that they would be available for members 
during the week-end.

The Peace Pact. 

Public opinion in the United States, 
in so far, at any rate, as it is expressed 
by the American newspapers, is beginning 
to become rather impatient concerning 
the delay in the British and French 
replies to Mr. Secretary Kellogg's peace 
pact invitation. Mr. Kellogg, who 
suddenly conceived the idea of a combine 
against war, issued his invitations almost 
overnight. The United States, in conse- 
quence of its deliberate aloofness from 
world affafrs, is in a position to pursue 
a completely independent policy in 
foreign afiairs; and Mr. Kellogg did not 
need to care how his scheme might affect 
the interests of any other nation. The 
British however, is in a 
vastly different case. There was a time 
when “splendid isolation’? was almost a 
cardinal point of British policy in world 
affairs. That time is no more. Since 
the war Great Britain has assumed great 
responsibilities throughout the world. 
She no longer take 
action without reference to the views of 
other nations; and her delay in sending 
a final reply to the. Kellogg Note is 
due to this cause, Not only must the 
British Government consult the opinions 
of France in this matter: it also must 
take counsel with five 
separate Dominions, every one of which 
has independent views on many matters ; 
and until Sir Austen Chamberlain has 
been able to find common ground on 
which Great Britain can stand side by 
side with France and the Dominions he 
hardly can sign the pact. In reply to a 
question in the House of Commons yester- 
day he announced that he hoped con- 
fidently to be able to despatch his reply 
before the end of the present session, and 
took full responsibility for the delay. 
An important point, he said, was being 
considered. Undue haste in such matters 
would be exceedingly foolish, and a 
unanimous reply from Great Britain and 
the Dominions will have the 
approval of France will be worth a great 
deal to the cause of peace. The people 
of the United States must be patient. 
War is not likely to be banished from 
the earth in a few weeks, and while 
delays may be irksome to a race that does 
most things in a hurry, they also are 
inevitable. 

In principle Great Britain, the 
Dominions and France are at one with 
the United States. Details are causing 
the difficulty. 
quite logical. She insists that the pro- 
posed pact must not interfere either with 
her position as a member of the Council 
of the, League of Nations, or with her 
obligations to a number of European 
States with which 
treaties since the war. In respect of the 
League of Nations the French Govern- 
ment takes the view that Article XVI. of 
the Covenant imposes certain duties on 
its signatories which are incompatible with 
Mr. Kellogg’s proposed pact in its pre- 
sent form. Consequently, the Quai 
Orsay contends that there ought to be a 
Separate protocol to the pact, embodying 
a collective interpretation by Great 
Britain, the Dominions, France and the 
latter's Allies of their rights and obliga-

Europe. Some of the British Dominions, 
notably Canada, differ fundamentally 
from France in this matter. They take a 
completely opposite view of their obliga- 
tions under the Covenant, and it seems 
that, if Sir Austen Chamberlain agrees 
with them, he must disagree with France, 
and vice versa, The advantages of 
agreement between Britain, France 
and the Dominions are obvious. If the 
Kellogg pact is to be successful, its signa- 
tories must be unantmous, and their 
assent to its principles must be free from 
all mental reservations. Otherwise, like 
the ill-fated Holy Alliance, it will be a 
fiasco. The political web in Europe is 
woven so closely that all sorts of complica- 
tions must be resolved before, say, Paris 
and Ottawa can find themselves in whole- 
hearted concurrence, and to this end the 
good offices of the British Foreign Secre- 
tary are essential. In the meanwhile, 
Germany, who, like the United States, 
having no alliances or private obligations, 
can afford to give a simple “yes” to 
Mr. Kellogg’s invitation, is ready to sign 
the pact without reserve. Italy also has 
signified her general assent, while Japan 
seems to be enthusiastic about the idea. 
When the British and French points of 
view are reconciled, therefore, the way 
will be clear. What wilh happen after- 
wards remains to be seen.

Power from Peat. 


The Free State Senate yesterday recom- 
mended to the Government measures 
to encourage the discovery of means 
to produce power alcohol economically 
from peat. It was proposed that a 
sum not exceeding £2,000 be granted to 
enable approved persons to carry out 
appropriate experiments. Senator Barring- 
ton, describing steps which had been taken 
already, drew a stimulating picture of the 
possibilities. He said that the Com- 
mittee appointed by the Government in 
1925 to investigate the matter had in- 
spected the operation of the Meunier pro- 
cess in France. Under the auspices of the 
French Ministry for War, alcohol has been 
produced from peat at the rate of 17 
gallons to the ton, by a method which is 
both rapid and economical. The heat for 
the work of conversion is supplied, under 
this system, by the peat itself, so that 
expenditure on other fuel, which rendered 
alcohol production from peat by other 
methods so expensive, is eliminated. 
Senator Barrington said that the peat used 
in France is inferior stuff, similar to that 
which is obtained from the bottom of cut- 
over bog in Ireland. An experiment was 
made in France with Irish turf, and a 
much larger alcohol yield was obtained. 
It was the opinion of French experts, 
Senator Barrington declared, that spirit 
could be obtained from Irish peat which 
would yield a profit of 20 per cent. on 
outlay if sold at 8hd. a gallon—roughly, 
half the present price of pétrol. Efforts 
had been made to get an experimental 
station set up in Ireland for the carrying 
out of more extensive tests, but financial 
difficulties® arising from the rate of 
exchange, had stood in the way. 

It is unnecessary to lay stress on the 
gain that would accrue to Ireland through 
the discovery of a native source of oil 
fuel. We hope, therefore, that the 
State adopt the Senate's 
mendation and will

same time we cannot but wonder that 
private enterprise has failed to carry out 
the inquiry required. We cannot believe 
that any other country possessed of an 
enormous fuel reserve like the Irish bogs

Had this fine engineer asked 
the State to carry out the experiments 
ab initio, without unpaid, volunteer en- 
deavour, perhaps he would have enjoyed 
a readier recognition. 


Gentlemen of the Road.

Summert’s Lease- 


Yesterday was the hottest day of thé 
year in many parts of Ireland. A 
temperature of 78 degrees in the shade 
was reached in Dublin—six degrees higher 
than that reached on the hottest day of 
1927. London was hotter still. A 
temperature of 83 in the shade was 
recorded at Kensington Palace.” Even the 
weather experts, who seem to be as much 
surprised as anybody by this heat wave, 
have cast off, as it were, their “ customary 
suits of solemn black.” Deep depressions 
have ceased from troubling, and the 
cyclones are at rest. The prophets 
cautiously promise that we shall have 
“bright intervals ” within the next few 
days. Some people may “ grouse’ about 
the heat, but the great majority, both in 
town and country, will echo the words of 
a poet king, “Come, summer, come, the 
sweet season and sun ”; and of William 
Shakespeare, “‘Summer’s lease hath all 
too short a date” To many people—the 
warm spell was not by any means general 
in Ireland—yesterday seemed the first 
touch of real summer for several years. 
We shall not be disposed to complain 
unless the heat becomes as scorching as 
it is reported to be in the United States. 
According to a message from Chicago, the 
heat in that city melted the asphalt in 
the roadways, and a girl who stuck fast 
in the centre of one of the principal 
thoroughfares held up all traffic. <A 
rather “tall’’ story. comes from Patter- 
son, New. Jersey. A grocer in Patterson 
dropped an egg on the pavement, and 
within four minutes the egg was fried. 
Apparently the heat is not so intense 
in Patterson as to interfere with the 
citizens’ power of invention. Not only 
America and the western shore of the 
Atlantic are enjoying—if that word is 
permissible—unusual warmth, but Central 
Europe also is reporting to be sweltering 
in tropical weather. 


DEATH OF SIR GEORGE 
WILLS.

FORMER HEAD OF FAMOUS 
TOBACCO FIRM, 


Sir George Alfred Wills, Bart., formerly 
Chairman of the Imperial Tobacco Com- 
pany, died at his home, Burwalls, Leigh 
Woods, near Bristol, last night, aged 74. 

Sir George belonged to a. family of 
millionaires connected with the Imperial] 
Tobacco Company, of which he was one of 
the: principal shareholders. He was a 
director of the Great Western Railway 
and a former Chairman of the Council 
and Pro-Chancellor of the University of 
Bristol. He was also President of the 
Bristol General Hospital, andea director 
of the British-American Tcacco Company, 
Limited. 

In 1874 he entered upon a commercial 
training with the firm of Messrs. W. D. 
and H. O. Wills, and upon the business 
being turned into a limited liability 
company he became one of the managing 
directors. 

When the Imperial Tobacco Company of 
Great Britain and Ireland was formed, he 
was appointed deputy-chairman, and, on 
the death of his cousin, Lord Winterstcke, 
he» became ghairman, a «position he 
occupied until 1924, when he retired. On 


his resignation the directors invited him, 


to accept the honorary title of president 
of the company. 

A man of retiring disposition, he will 
long be remembered for his princely gifts 
to the City of Bristol, especially to the 
University of Bristol. The Creat Tower 
and other additions were given by him 
and his brother, the late Mr. H. F. Wills, 
as a memorial to their father, and cost 
considerably over half a million pounds. 

He presented Leigh Woods, Bristol, in- 
cluding the beautiful Nightingale Valley, 
to the National Trust for Places of 
Historical Interest. In 1921 the freedom 
of Bristol was conferred upon him. 

He was a Justice of the Peace for the 
County of Somerset, and in 1899 was 
Sheriff of Bristol. He received his 
baronetcy in 1923, and tue honorary degree 
of Doctor of Common Law wa; conferred 
on him by Oxford University. 

He carried on the agricultural tradi- 
tions of Blagdon, the Wills family seat, 
and owned the famous Rickford herd of 
shorthorns He leaves a son, Mr. Verren 
Wills, and four daughters, one of whom 
married Dr. Wynne-Wilson, Bishop of 
Bath and Wells. 

Sir George was educated at a private 
school at Clifton, and at Mill Hill Schcol, 
Middlesex. He was a keen angler, and 
another of his recreations was shooting. 

He had been critically ill for the past 
few days, and all the members of the 
family were present at his bodside when he 
passed. peacetully away. 

BIG FORTUNES. 

Sir George’s father, Mr. H. O. Wills, 
who died nineteen years ago, left 
£5,200,000. Mr. F. N. H. Wills left 
£5,055,260 when he died in October last. 
Nine other members of the family have 


each left £1,000,000 or more. 


WALL STREET SLUMP. 


RESULT OF CHICAGO BANK 
RATE ADVANCE.

NEW YORK, Wednesday.

Road and Rail. 

The Railway (Road Transport ) Bill 
will come before the House of Commons 
to-morrow evening for its report stage,

Captain Loewenstein. 


A rumour has been current in the City 
since Sunday that Captain Loewenstein 
had insured his life for a very large sum, 
but. in insurance circles it is said that 
this is incorrect, so far as London js con- 
cerned.

There is nothing extraordinary 
in the issue of such policies, since they 
are considered an ordinary business risk 


The Cancer Ciimpaign- 


Anextremely important advance towards 
the curing of cancer is mentioned in the 
report of the Grand Council of the British 
Empire Cancer Campaign, in which it 1s 
stated that great results have been 
obtained at the Lister Institute. The 
students there are satisfied that certain 
animals are immune from the disease, 
that other animals can be made immiune, 
and that thirty-eight out of forty cases 
in animals have been cured. . Cigarettes 
as a cause of the disease are almost 
absolved, and it is also suspected that 
injury is not always a predisposing cause. 
These results are looked uyon as most 
promising for the future, end, if the 
methods used can be applied to human 
beings, a very important advance towards 
a cure may be within sight.

FLIER. 
RESCUE EFFORTS. 


ICE-BREAKER NEARS 
THE SPOT. 


‘ From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


MOSCOW, Wednesday. 

After having been lost six weeks and 
"almost given up for dead, the Italia walk- 
ing party, consisting of Dr. Malmgren 
(Swede), Major Mariano (Italian), and 
Major Zappi (Italian), have been found. 

e party set out on May 30th from the 
icefloe on which the gondola crashed in ait 
| attempt to walk across North-East Lann 
and reach the steamer Braganza. 

A message was received here to-day that 
M. Chukhnovsky, the airman attached to 
the Soviet ice-breaker Krassin, made the 
discovery in the course of a reconnaissance 
flight. As previously reported, the Krassin 
has advanced through the thick ice to 
within twenty-five miles of the main 
Viglieri party. 

He found the three men at a point 80 
degrees 42 minutes North, 25 degrees 45 
minutes East, which is twenty miles from 
where the Krassin now is. 

The airman reports that he circled over 
them five times. Two of the party ener- 
getically waved a flag, and the third was 
lying down. | 

M. Chukhnovsky is now searching for 
a place to make a landing near the party. 


KRASSIN TO THE RESCUE. 
MOSCOW, Later. 

On receipt of the wireless message. from 
the airman, Chukhnovsky, stating that he 
had discovered the Malmgren party, the ice- 
breaker Krassin immediately started for the 
spot indicated by him. 

It is believed here that, barring unfore- 
seen difficulties, the Krassin will reach Pro- 
fessor Malmgren and his comrades by midday 
to-morrow. At 12 o'clock noon to-day she 
was at 80.51 latitude N. and 24.10 longitude 
E., and was progressing at the rate of four 
miles an hour among the ice floes. 


SWEDISH SEAPLANE TO HELP.

HAS THE KRASSIN 
ENOUGH COAL? 


AIRMEN’S LIVES DEPEND ON 
THE SUPPLY. 
From Keurer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
OSLO,. Wednesday. 

The report from the Russian airman, 
Chukhnovsky, that he has found the Ma)Jm- 
gren party has been received with great Joy 
here. Professor Malmgren is well-known and 
‘popular in Norway on account of the part he 
took in Captain Amundsen’s Arctic expedi- 
tion in the Maud and in the Trans-Polar 
flight with the airship Norge. : 

In the course oí an interview Captain Otto 
Sverdrup, who commanded Nansen's famous 
ship, Frame, said that if the party had reaily 
been found at a spot so short a ‘distaaee from 
the ice-breaker Krassin he felt sure the men 
would be saved, provided the ice-breaker was 
not running out of coal. The situation of the 
Viglieri party was giving rise to great anxiety. 
as there was a chance that the Krassin may 
have to go to Advent Bay to coal. 

Captain Sverdrup did not think that the 
Krassin would be able to reach the party 
if she went back. and followed a new course 
through Hinlopin Strait and along the south 
and east coasts of North-East Land. 


A NOTE OF DOUBT. i 

The Times (London) says :—According to 
a Moscow telegram, M. Chukhnovsky, the 
airman attached to the Russian ice-breaker 
Krassin, which has been engaged in the Italia 
relief operations off the northern coast of 
North-East Land, has located the walking 
party, and that two members waved to them. 
The position of the party as given in the 
telegram in no way agrees with the route 
which it was intended the party should 
follow. Indeed, it more nearly tallies with 
the present position of Lieutenant Viglieri’s 
party, and the possibility that the Russian 
airman has confused the two cannot be 
eliminated. 

Since the evening of May 3th no news 
has béen received of the fate or the 
whereabouts of the walking party. It 
consisted of Dr. Malmgren (a Swede), Major 
Mariano and Major Zappi (Italians). They 
were members of the party which came down 
in the gondola when the Italia crashed on 
the morning of May 25th. 


A HAZARDOUS EFFORT. 

On the evening of May 20th they left 
General Nobile and his comrades in an at- 
tempt to reach North Cape. They were 
supplied with maps and instruments for locat- 
ing their position, and with all the winter 
campaign equipment which was available and 
which mad Nobile could’ spare. They 
had no tent or firearms, however. 

Their intended route lay by Schubeler 
Island, Cape Brunn, Cape Platen and North 
Cape. From the time they set out to walk 
across the ice no news has been received from 
them, and reconnaissance flights and search 
by dog-sledge parties in North-East Land 
failed to trace them. 


THE VIGLIERI PARTY. 
MORE RESCUE EFFORTS. 
From ‘Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

| OSLU, Wednesday. 
A mesage from Longyear City, Spitzbergen, 
reports that the Swedish airman, Ekman, 
arrived there last night in the Swedish aero- 
plane carrier, Tanja, with a Daimler aero- 
plane. He left this morning to search for a 
suitable taking-off place on the edge of the 
ice. 
The airman says that, notwithstanding the 
small weight of his machine, he found it 
almost impossible to find what he wanted. 
The problem which confronts him is compli- 
cated by the fact that he is without floats 
and cannot, therefore, convert his machine 
into a seaplane for the time being. If he 
eventually. succeeds in his search the airman 
will fly direct to Hinlopen Strait to get into 
touch with the Viglieri party. The Swedish 
airmen are determined to leave nothing un- 
done to reach the marooned men. 
AN OMINOUS SILENCE. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 
The ominous silence of the wireless 
instruments of the stranded Italia party, 
under Lieutenant Viglieri, is interpreted as 
meaning that the wireless cperator and his 
companons are either dead or dying, accord- 
ing to a telegram to a Berlin evening paper 
from its correspondent on board the relief 
ship, Braganza. 

The fever from which the Italians were 
suffering indicates, he said, that they had for 
a long time had inflammation of the lungs in 
consequence of the foggy weather, insufficient 
protection against wet and, cold, and their 
entire ignorance of Arctic conditions. — 
lt appears that the Braganza, which has 
now reached the Hinlopen Strait, sighted the 
Swedish relief ship, Ouest. Owing to fog 
the Swedish airman, Farko, has not yet been 
able to take off for the stranded party, and 
the German correspondent suggests that the 
silence of their radio apparatus\ greatly adds 
to the difficulty of locating then.

ing widely inspired by the recent trial. 
Eleven men were condemned to death, 
but, on the petition of the Court, the 
capital sentence on six, who confessed 
and gave évidence against their comrades, 
has been commuted.. With the exception 
of four, all the other Russian prisoners 
were pronounced guilty, but those of them 
who had turned informers and helped to 
secure convictions were not punished, and 
the rest escaped with imprisonment. Two 
of the three Germans charged were not 
convicted, while the third got off with a 
year's “ conditional ’’ imprisonment. 

The Bolshevist Press is pluming itself 
on the impartiality of the trial and the 
leniency of the sentences. In fact, the 
proceedings seem to have been, like other 
Bolshevist trials, a mockery of justice 
staged for the political. and personal ends 
of the dominant oligarehy and of its 
servants—or its .masters—the Secret 
Police. So far as is known, there is no 
proof which any reputable Court would 
entertain that there ever was a Donetz 
plot outside the imagination of the 
O.G.P.U. and its patrons.

BILL ADOPTED BY 
THE CABINET. 


CHANGES IN BETTING 
TAX TO BE MADE, 
a Co 


‘The British Government has decided to 
adopt the Racecourse Betting. Bill as a, 
‘Government measure, and to put it 
through all its stages, and carry it into 
law this session. This important decision 
was taken at a meeting of the Cabinet 
yesterday. The report stage of the bill, 
as a Government measure, will be resumed 
on Wednesday and Thursday of next week. 

Major Glyn (Conservative, M.P. for 
Abindon), who introduced the bill as a 
private member's measure, has up to now 
been in charge of it, but the bill will 
henceforward be in charge of the Home 
Office, and the Government Whips will act 
as tellers for the bill in divisions. 

The policy of the bill becomes for the 
first time the official policy of the Govern- 
ment. It is well known that from the 
moment .the bill was introduced the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has been 
keenly interested in the object it seeks to 
attain—the legislation of the totalisator. 


TRIUMPH FOR THE CHANCELLOR. 
_ His department has been most active 
in shaping the bill into its present form, 
‘with a statutory racecourse betting con- 
trol board for the administration of the 
totalisator machines. The fact that the 
Government or, at any rate, a section of 
the Goyernment—has throughout been 
actively interested, is one of the con- 
siderations which havé now induced the 
Cabinet to give the measure’ an official 
status, with the intention of carrying it 
into law. 

In this respect the new decision is a 
notable personal triumph for Mr. 
Churchill. There is, no doubt. that some 
of his colleagues in the Cabinet have in 
the past been hostile :to thé bill, and it is 
believed that a good -deal. of .persuasion 
was required to bring them round to the 
course which has now been decided. 

The bill will enable Mr. Churchill to 
make those changes in the betting tax 
which he thinks are neéessary. 

With the totalisator in operation it is 
believed that the Chancellor will so amend 
i the betting tax as to make it leviable 
only on totalisator transactions. The 
betting tax in its present form is regarded 
as exceedingly unpopular. 


CONTROL OF BETTING. 

Under the scheme of the bill control 
will be exercised over betting to the great 
advantage, it is maintained. of the honest 
bookmakers. It is also claimed that it 
will cleanse the racecourses of the people 
who ““welsh ”” and cheat the public of 
thousands of pounds that it wil] reduce 
the opportunities of: defrauding the 
revenue, and assist in a variety of ways.

FORMER GERMAN 
MINISTER'S REVELATION, 
From ‘‘ Tue Times’’ ConRESPONDENT. 

BERLIN, Wednesday.

INGENIOUS LIGHTING 
SYSTEM. 


The form of the new hall of the Royal Hor- 
ticultural Society, in: Greycoat street, West- 
minster, has been determined by the desire of 
the Society to secure conditions in which 
flowers may be seen in a natural light. Day- 
light, therefore, is admitted to the hall by in- 
genious methods, which result in a remarkably 
even lighting in all parts of the building. This 
is achieved by four stepped tiers of clerestory 
windows, carried on elliptical arches 58ft. 
high and 69ft. in span, and by a series of 
seven, large circular lights set in the flat roof 
of each aisle. A maximum of daylight has 
thus been attained without giving the sense 
of a huge greenhouse or imitation Crystal 
Palace, for the general impression one gains 
of the hall is less of glass than of concrete. 
The great arches and walls are of concrete. 
The roof is a soft green colour, and over a 
musicians’ gallery. high in the end wall is 
placed the device of the Society, an apple tree 
in gold, bearing red fruit, on a green field. 

e hall is 150ft. feet long and 125ft. wide, 
the unusual width having been achieved by 
the two aisles, whose roofs also take the 
thrust of the great arches, acting as long 
horizontal girders, which are tied in at both 
ends.. The whole building is of reinforced 
concrete, and in its construction 5,000 tons 
of cement and 500 tons of steel rods were 
used. This style of building, apart from 
the primary need of good lighting, was de- 
cided upon as being of such a permanent 
nature as to need very little upkeep. Heating 
is chiefly by means of panels in the concrete 
ceilings, and cleaned and warmed air is intro- 
duced at the aisle roof level. The electric 
lighting can be varied from the usual colour 
to a whiter light nearer to daylight, and 
ample provis:on is made for special lighting, 
gá; gas, water and telephones all over the 
iall. In the basement a restaurant to seat 
200 people is provided.

32 VARIATIONS OF CONCRETE 
IN ONE ROAD. 


The Bexley Heath by-pass road, which was 
opened to traffic last week, is included in 
the 1923-24 programme of arterial road con- 
struction in Greater London initiated by the 
Ministry of Transpoft. and forms part of the 
scheme for the remodelling of the London- 
Dover road. | 

The Bexley Heath by-pass is 5.69 miles 
long, and has been constructed to a normal 
width of 80ft.; it comprises a central 
carriageway ó0ít. wide, with a concrete run- 
ning surface throughout; kerbs, grass verges 
and footways have also been provided. The 
concrete carriageway has been constructed 
in thirty-two sections, each embodying a 
slightly different specification, so that experi- 
ence may be gained as to the relative dura- 
bility of the various methods, 

New bridges are four in number, two over 
branches of the Southern Railway and two 
over rivers. One railway bridge is over the 
Bexley line at Shepherdsleas Wood in 
Woolwich, the other is over the Dartford 
loop line at Wansunt. The other two bridges 
are over the Rivers Shuttle and Cray. 

The London County Council has contributed 
25 per cent. of the cost of the road, and all 
unskilled labour, with some skilled Jabour, 
has been drawn from the Adminictrative 
County of London for carrying out the work. 
The total cost is about £309,000. 


RUBBER-PAVED ROADS. 


“ A remarkable change, amounting almost 
to a revolution, has taken place on our high- 
ways during the Jast quarter of a century, 
due to the development of the motor in- 
dustry,” says Sir Henry Maybury, of the 
Ministry of Transport. 
The increasingly heavy traffic on city 
streets imperatively demands a running sur- 
face that will lessen noise and minimise the 
menace of vibration to the costly and some- 
times historic buildings which front our high- 
ways.
